TATION 



Dr. Chas. G. Daiigherty, one of the 
most prominent physicians of Paris, 
has been made defendant in two 
suits filed in the office of 'Circuit 
Clerk Wm. H. Webb, by Isaac D. 
Morrison, a minor, through his fa- 
ther, Charles ' Morrison, and by 
Charles Morrison, acting for his own 
interests. Mr Morrison and son are 
represented by Attorney Charles N. 
Jewett. of Cynthiana. 

In the petition of Isaac D. Morri- 
son, he states that in September, at 
which time he was aged fourteen 
years .^nd eleven months, he receiv- 
ed slight Injuries in the yards of- the 
Louisville & ashville railroad com- 
pany. In Paris, when a wheel on a 
freight car ran over his foot, injur- 
ing two or three toes. He alleges 
that he was taken by unknown par- 
ties to the Massie Memorial Hospi 
tal. In Paria, and there waa, without 
his knowledge, consent or approval, 
and without authorization by him, 
placed under an anaesthetic, and his 
foot amputated by the physician. As 
a result of tha amputa^on, ha elaims 
he was made a crlppia.for life, and 
asks judgment In the~ sum of $10,- 
000, with costs and all proper re- 
lief to which he may be entitled. 

The other action, brought by the

New Method. 
The new methods of measuring ^e 
distance o£ m it^ Iqr a study of its 
spectnuB M baaed apcA dlscoTeries 

by a nuinber of astronomers. A re- 
markable contribution to the subject 
has been made by Dr. Megh Nad Saha, 
an East Indian, who Is assistant pro- 
fessor of physics In University of 
Calcutta. 

Until recently the only available 
method for measuring star distances 
has been the parallax method, which 
consists of triangulation, uainff the 
diameter of the eai^h's orbit as a base 
line. In other^ words, observations of 
a star are made at Intervals of about 
six months. During this period of six 
months the observer is carried by the 
motion of the earth to a point some 
186 mllTlon miles from that of his first 
observation, and using this distance 
as a base line he can work out the 
distances of the nearer stars.

The Next Problem. 

Now that methods of measuring 
star dkltancea from a study df spec- 
tra have been worked out, standard- 
ized and checked, the next problem is 
to apply these methods to those thou- 
sands of stars whose distances are 
still unknown. One of the funda- 
mental tasks of astronpsay is to de- 
termine how the stars are dtstrtlrated 
through space, and this can never be 
known until the distances are meas- 
ured. 

It is this t^sk of applying the new 
methods MOT w$iich the Harvard col- 
lection of photographs €i stellar spec- 
tra has been found to furnish ez^ 

cellent material. T9 give a single ex- 
ample,, photographs made at Cam- 
bridge thirty-five years ago give the 
distance of Alpha XJrsae Majbris, on^ 
of the "pointers** in the big dipper, 
as about seventy-two light years.

Tha nawBjmar aeeonnts did hot go 
into technifcal datalls of General 
Squire's method and the amateurs 
concluded that they would no longer 
have to fool with antenna and other 
wires, but jiaed maraljr coaaaot their 
machine with tha electric light 
socket. 

Electric lighting plants in various 
cities were nearly disorganized, 
thousahda of hOBMs wera made* light- 
less for days, electricians have done 
a land-ofllce business repairing 
damages, electrical dealers have been 
swamped with orders for new fuses, 
and wont of all, tlkoaaands of 'am- 
ateur radio owners have had their 
machines completely wrecked. 

The surprising results obtained 
were due to the fact that the ama- 
teurs overlooked the little detail 
that an alaetrie light circuit gives 
10 or more volts, while a radio ma^ 
chine is built to take about six volts. 
Something had to give. Usually it 
was the fuse. Sometimes it was the 
machine and sometimes it was same- 
thing else.
